PNA officials claimed one 
student was shot dead and ni- 
ne other people were injured 
when police fired on the demo- 
nstrators. But this could not 
immediately be confirmed from 
official- channels. 

Yesterday the army killed 
two people following orders to 
shoot on sight demonshtrators 
who resort to violence. 

The PNA General Council, 
after an emergency meeting ch- 
aired by Nawabzada Nasrullah, 
today sent a cable to Pakistan’s 
President Fazal Eiatu Chaudhry 
denouncing the use of the arm- 
ed forces against political agi- 
tators. 

It demanded the immediate 
withdrawal of the army from 
what was a political confronta- 
tion and said there was no le- 
gal basis for ordering demons- 


trators to be shot 

Nawabzada Nasrullah said 
that between 2,000 and 3,000 
opposition supporters had been 
detained in Hie lest two days 
bringing the total number of ar- 
rests dose to 13,000 since the 
PNA launched a mass protest 
movement against Mr. Bhutto. 

Mr. Bhutto said today In Is- 
lamabad that the doors for a 
dialogue with the opposition 
were still open. 

He was talking to reporters 
after a meeting of the PPFs 
parliamentary group, which un- 
animously re-elected him lead- 
er.

But he said the United States 
was proposing a "comprehen- 
sive package which gets to the 
root of the problems because 
it can lead to greater reduc- 
tions and thus greater stabi- 
lity.” 

Mr. Vance, on his way to 
Moscow, was in Brussels for a 
three-hour stopover, to brief 
America’s NATO allies. 

He said that in Moscow "I 
hope we can achieve the basic 
objective which is to reach an 
agreement on a framework to 
serve as the basis for detailed 
followup discussions in Geneva. 

"If we achieve this it will be 
substantial progress”, the sec- 
retary added. 

He also said that it could be 
possible to reach a comprehen- 
sive deal to radically limit nu- 
clear weapons held by both 
sides, then they could set aside 
the controversial issues and 
freeze the existing 1974 Vladi- 
vostok agreement, which ex- 
pires in October. 

The Vladivostok agreement 
limits each side to a m axim u m 
of 2,400 nuclear missiles and 
bombers but it has never been 
implemented. 


The main sticking points in 
the Moscow talks will be how 
to handle the low-level U.S. 
cruise missile and the Soviet 
backfire bomber which the Am- 
ericans say has a strategic cap- 
ability. 

He said the talks in Moscow 
would also include the Middle 
East and Africa. 


NEW DELHI, March 26 (R). — 
Mr. J&gjivan Ram, powerful 
leader of India's 80 million un- 
touchables, stayed away today 
from the swearing-in ceremony 
for the new Indian cabinet in 
a move that sent fresh politi- 
cal shock waves rolling thro- 
ugh the country. 

Mr. Ram’s indecision about 
whether he should join the ca- 
binet first delayed the distri- 
bution of portfolios among the 
14 ministers. 

But tonight, Prime Minister 
Morarji Desai named Atal Be- 
han' Vajpayee, 50, a former 
newspaper editor detained for 
21 months during the recent 
state of emergency, as India's 
new Foreign Minister. 

Mr. Desai announced seve- 
ral senior cabinet posts -- but 
the question of whether Mr. 
Ram would join the cabinet was 
still unsettled. 

The post of home minister 
went to Mr. Chaudhury Charan 
Singh, 74, Deputy Chairman of 
the Janata Party who has long 
been a powerful figure in Uttar 
Pradesh state politics. 

Confusion over the future 
role of Mr. Ram grew throu- 
ghout the day. 

His decision to stay away 
from the swearing in revived a 
leadership crisis in the Janata 
(people's) Party, the alliance 
which emerged as the biggest 
vote winner in last week’s 
general election.

)JIB0UTI FACTIONS TO 
OLD TALKS IN GHANA 


LUSAKA, March 26 <R). — 

Soviet President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny today pledged “all the 
necessary assistance" for the 
overthrow of "colonial oppre- 
ssion” in Africa and said his 
country would not rest until 
this had been achieved. 

His remarks, at the start of 
official talks with President 
Kenneth Kaunda, were seen by 
observers as a clear promise 
of major Soviet help in inten- 
sifying the guerrilla wars in 
Rhodesia and Namibia (South- 
west Africa). 

President Podgorny told his 
host he was convinced his visit 
here would “further promote 
the struggle for independence 
against racism and colonialism 
and apartheid.” 

“On the part of the Soviet 
Union, we will provide all the 


necessary assistance, all the 
necessary measures so that all 
people in Africa under colonial 
oppression attain freedom and 
independence," he said. 

"We will not rest until this 
is achieved," the Soviet leader 
declared. 

'Observers said his comments 
appeared to be directed at the 
white minorities ruling Rhod- 
esia, Namibia and South Africa. 

President Podgorny arrived 
here today from Dar Es Salaam 
for a four-day state visit. He 
is to complete a three-nation 
African tour by flying to Mo- 
zambique next Tuesday. 

President Kaunda told his 
Soviet counterpart today : “We 
want arms because the road 
to peace has been blocked by 
racism, fascism and colonialism. 


When these are removed we 
are ready for peace." 

The Zambian leader praised 
the Soviet Union’s previous as- 
sistance in supplying weapons 
to black African liberation gro- 
ups and told Mr. Podgorny : 
“You have come at the right 
time. The situation in Southern 
Africa is tensed up by the refu- 
sal of racism, fascism and colo- 
nialism to yield to the pressures 
of the people they exploit.” 

The first indication that Pre- 
sident Podgomy’s visit would 
cover ways of intensifying Rh- 
odesia's and Namibia's guerri- 
lla war came when he arrived 
and was introduced to leading 
black nationalists Joshua Nko- 
mo and Sam Nujoma before 
meeting Zambian government 
ministers and diplomats.

Indian government seems 
to be on verge of split 


AMMAN, (.agencies) — Jordan 
and Spain Saturday called for a 
just and permanent peace in 
the Middle East, based on a 
total Israeli withdrawal from 
the occupied Arab territories 
and a restoration of the legiti- 
mate national rights of the peo- 
ple, including the right to self- 
determination Palestinians. 

A joint statement on a three- 
day state visit to Jordan by 
His Majesty King Juan Carlos 
of Spain said he and His Maj- 
esty King Hussein voiced their 
concern over the serious situ- 
ation in the Middle East and 
the dangers it constituted to 


world peace and stability. 

The statement said the talks 
between the two monarchs 
were held in an atmosphere of 
sincere friendship and covered 
the international and Middle Ea- 
st situations as well as bilate- 
ral relations. 

Both countries adhered to the 
principles of the United Nations 
charter and stressed the need 
to apply those principles to in- 
ternational relations, the state- 
ment added. 

Both sides expressed their 
satisfaction with the state of 
relations between their two 
countries and agreed to contin- 


ue efforts to further mutual co- 
operation in the economic, 
trade, cultural and technical 
fields, the statement said. 

King Hussein accepted an in- 
vitation to visit Spain at a later 
date, the statement added. 

It was agreed that a Jordan- 
ian economic delegation would 
visit Spain at an early date for 
talks on specialised economic 
and technical subjects. 

King Juan Carlos, Her Majes- 
ty Queen Sofia and the accom- 
panying delegation returned to 
Madrid Saturday from their 
week-long tour of Egypt and 
Jordan. 


the defeated Congress leader 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, said after 
a 90-minute meeting of his cab- 
inet today that “I hope and tr- 
ust everything will be sorted 
out." 

Mr. Ram has stayed silent so 
far about his actions and his 
motives, and reporters has been 
told that the CFD leader had 
originally agreed to join the 
cabinet but later phoned Mr. 
Desai to say he would stay out. 

A few senior posts have not 
yet been filled. These include 
the defence, agriculture and in- 
dustry portfolios -- any of 
which could presumably still 
go to Mr. Ram. 

Political observers said the 
main issue involved was the 
number of seats and portfolios 
that the CFD should be given, 
and the precedence of Mr. Ram 
-- who was a leading conten- 
der for the prime minister’s 
post -- in the official cabinet 
list 

Two other significant absen- 
tees at the swearing-in cere- 
mony today were Socialists Rai ' 
Narain and Georg Fernandes, 
but it was not clear why they 
stayed away. Political sources 
believe the Socialists supported 
the idea that Mr. Ram should 
become deputy prime minister. 

But government sources said 
today the two Socialists were 
unable to attend the ceremony 
because they were trying to 
persuade Mr. Ram to join tbe 
cabinet. 


Spanish foreign minister says in interview 

Spain will not recognise Israel 
until justice is done in M.E.

AMMAN. - “Spain could and 
should be a bridge between dif- 
ferent shores: Europe and the 
Mediterranean on the one side 
and Europe and the Atlantic on 
the other, "Spanish Foreign Ml* 
nister Marcelino Oreja Aguirre 
told the Jordan Times in an 
interview Saturday morning. 

Spain can provide Europe 
with a fresh perspective on the 
Arab countries and on South 
America,” Senor Aguirre decla* 
red. 

The Spanish foreign minister 
said that both in Amman and 
Cairo he bad encountered “a 
sincere wish for peace” and a 
very constructive attitude tow- 
ards its attainment” 

He cautioned however, that 
several complicating factors 
had to be taken into account. 

"I would not like to give the 
impression of being overly op- 
timistic, for that could be ill- 
founded,” he explained. “Our 
hope Is that 1977 could be the 
year for a Middle East settle- 
ment, or at least the year in 
which a begining is made" to- 
wards a settlement of the pres- 
sing problems of the area. 

"Every effort we can make- 
towards that end will be under- 
taken without reservation,” he 
said. 

Senor Aguirre introduced a 
moral note into his view of the 
shape of an eventual settlem- 
ent in the Middle East. "I have 
stated on repeated occasions 
that the Spanish government 
cannot and will not establish 
diplomatic relations with Israel 
until due satisfaction is given 
to the just demands of the Arab 
nations : the withdrawal of Is- 
rael from the territories it oc- 
cupied in 1967 and a recogni- 
tion by Israel of the national 
rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple.’* 

On future cooperation bet- 
ween Jordan and Spain, Senor 
Aguirre remarked that "The vi- 
sit of His Majesty the king of 
Spain will undoubtedly provide 
renewed impetus” to Spain’s 
contribution to Jordan’s deve- 
lopment projects as well as to 
other areas of mutual interest 

“I have had the opportunity

At Arab League Council 

Riad tells Arab F.M.s: Action 
to restore peace in southern

Lebanon 


CAIRO, March 26 (R). — Arab 
foreign ministers on their de- 
puties met here tonight and 
were told that urgent action 
was needed to restore peace in 
south Lebanon, where fighting 
has continued despite last No- 
vember’s ceasefire in the Le- 
banese civil war. 

Opening the meeting of the 
Arab League Council, league 
Secretary General Mahmoud 
Riad said Israel was trying to 
interfere and create disorder in 
South Lebanon. 

“Arabs should beware and 
work to reinstate peace and 
security to Lebanon as soon as 
possible,” Mr. Riad added. 

One of the meeting's main 


tasks is the renewal of the 
mandate of the 30, 000-strong 
Arab peace-keepin^ force which 
ended fighting in most of the 
country. 

But the peace-keeping troops 
have not separated feuding fac- 
tions in the south near the Is- 
raeli border, principally becau- 
se of Israeli objections to the 
troops near her frontier. 

Lebanon has asked the pea- 
ce force’s mandate to be rene- 
wed, and the council is expec- 
ted to approve an extension of 
six months. 

Algeria’s Youth Minister, Mr. 
Abdul Karim Ibn Mahmoud, 
said the meeting came at a cri- 
tical time because of the fight- 
ing in Lebanon and the need to 


unify the Arab World in the 
face of Israeli occupation of 
Arab lands. 

Tunisian Foreign Minister Ha- 
bib Chatti urged member coun- 
tries of the European Common 
Market to try and understand 
Arab problems and to play a 
more active role in current mo- 
ves to settle the Middle East 
problem. 

The meeting is expected to 
last one week and topics for 
discussion include cooperation 
between the Arab World and 
Africa in the wake of the Afro- 
Arab summit held here earlier 
thi-s month. 

After the meeting, Mr. Riad 
said the council elected 12 fo- 
reign ministers to represent 


them at the Arab-African joint 
committee. Those representing 
the Arab side are Kuwait, Bah- 
rain, Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates, Libya, Palestine, 
T unis , Morocco, Somalia, Jord- 
an, Mauritania and Syria. The . 
co mmit tee will be chaired by 
Saudi Arabia for six months. 

Egypt, Sudan and Algeria 
were elected in the African 
committee. 

The joint Arab-Aftican com- 
mittee is due to meet in the 
first week of may to discuss 
its budget. 

Tbe council will resume its 
meetings tomorrow to discuss 
extending the mandate of pea- 
ce force in Lebanon by another 
six months. Mr. Riad added.

“A wide degree of understan- 
ding has arisen from discus- 
sions with His Majesty King 
Hussein and Jordanian offi- 
cials,” Senor Aguirre added. 

“I have had the unique op- 
portunity of participating in 
some of the talks between King 
Hussein and King Juan Carlos. 
I have admired the wisdom 
statesmanly qualities of the 
King of Jordan. 

•The discussions were long 
and extremely positive. Our fe- 
elings of friendship and broth- 
eriiness for the Jordanian peo- 
ple will now develop into con- 
crete schemes for cooperation 
in many fields.” 

On the forthcoming Spanish 
general elections, Senor Aguir- 
re remarked: “General elections 
will be held in the month of 
June. The occasional outbursts 
of violence, aimed at disnip 
ting the peaceful progress to- 
wards democracy, have not 
achieved their sinister goals. 

“The Spanish government has 
not deviated room its chosen 
course of action based on res- 
pect for the people, human ri- 
ghts and fundamental liberties, 
and on giving due considera- 
tion to the diversity of langua- 
ges and regions which form the 
Spanish people.” 

Commenting on recent state- 
ments by President Carter that 
highlighting the importance of 
cooperation between the U.S. 
and “democratic regimes in 
Spain and Portugal,” Senor Ag- 
uirre said that his country’s 
relations with the United Sta- 


tes were firmly based on friend- 
ship and cooperation. 

A good index of this, he said 
could be found in the treaty 
of friendship signed between 
the two countries in 1976. 

“We belong to the Western 
world and share with the USA 
the attitudes and values which 
give sense to our stand : fre- 
edom and democracy.” 

"Nevertheless," he said, “our 
path will be charted by the 
will of the Spanish people, not 
by the conveniences of the po- 
wer struggle at a global level.” 

On his country's entry into 
the European Common Market, 
the Spanish foreign minister 
said : 

In the European context, Sp- 
ain is a valuable asset from 
the demographic, geographic 
and economic points of view, 
Senor Aguirre said. In that con- 
text too, Spain can provide Eu- 
rope with a fresh outlook on 
the Arab countries and South 
America, he reiterated. 

"At the present time, we are 
negotiating with the EEC terms 
for the enlargement of the pre- 
ferential treaty we signed with 
the original six members of the 
community -- along the same 
lines as the three countries 
which joined it in 1972 : Great 
Britain, Denmark and Ireland.” 

The outcome of these nego- 
tiations will pave the way for 
our final goal which is foil 
membership in the EEC. 

This is our political will and, 
according to tbe public state- 
ments of its leaders, it is the 
will of the community too. 

We have announced our in- 
tention of applying for mem- 
bership in the near future and 
at this moment, from both si- 
des, the necessary steps are 
being taken in the political as 
well as in the economic fields 
to prepare a future for Spain 
within the EEC.”

Jordan’s U.N. Representative has recommended to 
the security Council that a three-man monitoring 
team be set up in Jerusalem to ensure that Israel 
observes the laws set out in international conven- 
tions concerning the protection of civilians under 
occupation. The idea is a fine one, and it should be 
adopted by the Security Council. But the real beauty 
of the idea would come with its implementation, and 
we offer a refinement to the official Jordanian sugges- 
tion. This is that the team be made up of perhaps 
five members, so that it could include an Israeli, a 
West Bank Palestinian, and an American, along with 
two appropriately neutral and universally acceptable 
representatives. Furthermore, to take the sting out of 
the inevitable hostile Israeli propaganda that auto- 
matically emanates from the Israeli side whenever the 
United Nations is brought into the picture, we 
suggest that perhaps the Security Council could find 
another international body to actually sponsor and 
oversee the monitoring team. Among the bodies that 
could undertake such a role are, for example, , 
Amnesty International or the World Council of 
Churches. The idea would be to have such a team j 
administered by a body universally acclaimed to be 
in the impartial service of humanity. It would take 
nothing less to overcome Israel’s mania about the 
United Nations. 

The suggestion that the team include Arab, Israeli 
and American representatives is simply to make sure 
that the unit is a lively one, and therefore a produc- 
tive one. One recent incident that could have been 
investigated was the demonstrations in Ramallah two 
weeks ago by Palestinian youths which led to 
Israeli border troops being brought in to quiet things 
down. The result was that 17 of the students were 
admitted to a Jerusalem hospital with broken bones, 
lacerations, concussions and missing teeth, as docu- 
mented by a correspondent of the Washington Post. 

These were students at the U.N.-run teachers’ 
training college, and not all of them who were 
hospitalised were involved in the initial demonstra- 
tions. Some were simply beaten up by the Israelis 
for reasons that only the Israelis, history and the 
psychology of pathological and demented human 
beings will ever fully answer. This is a face of Israel 
that is hidden from the world, and, by the dictates 
of “security” censorship, from the Israelis them- 
selves. 

It would have been revealing indeed to have had

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


One Jordanian daily commented 
in its Saturday editorial on the 
need for official clarifications 
of President Carter's recent dec- 
larations about the necessity 
for the establishment or a Pal- 
estinian homeland which, owing 
K> iheir vagueness, have led to 
liiilcrent interpretations by the 
parties concerned. 

AL DUSTOUR, under the 
heading “The Palestinian home- 
land and Carter’s ideals" says 
that clarifications are needed as 
Israel, which rejects the exis- 
tence of the Palestinians and 
Palestine has interpreted Pre- 
sident Carter’s declarations acc- 
ording to its own interests and 
has gone so far as to claim 
that President Carter is trying 
to establish an ■ “alternative 
homeland” for the Palestinians 
in Jordan. 

V.'c do not wish to argue the 
logic at this moment, 
the paper adds, in particular 
since we have in mind the dec- 
larations delivered by Israel’s 
leaders considering Jordan and 
His Majesty King Hussein as 
Israel's bitter enemys. However, 
it is useful to indicate that Jor- 
dan's existence on the political 
scene is not the result of a de- 
cision by President Carter, to 
have it vanish by another deci- 
sion from him or any other par- 
ty, the paper adds. Jordan’s 
existence and continuity depe- 
nds on those living inside its 
borders. 

Israel’s psychological comp- 
lex nowadays, the paper adds, 
is the Palestinian Question and 
the Palestinians, notably after 
the emergence of the Palestin- 
ians on the international sce- 
ne following an absence of 
more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. And when a United States 
president recognises their right 
to a homeland in Palestine, he 
torpedoes one of the fundamen- 
tal pillars of Zionist philoso- 
phy which c ills for providing 
•'a land v » * n*nple for the 

peopI- > v.lUiJui a land.” But 
President Carter's declarations 
and the ensuing clarifications 


are not sufficient, the paper 
says, to enable the Palestinians 
to realise their dream of esta- 
blishing their own state. 


If President Carter's declara- 
tions and clarifications have 
been meant to bring Israel to 
its senses and activate the Ara- 
bs and Palestinians to work to 
achieve that dream, then the 
American administration, which 
has been striving lately to ins- 
till “moral idealism” in U.S. 
foreign policy, is invited to ad- 
opt a stronger and more cour- 
ageous stand to support the 
Palestinians’ rights and cond- 
emn Israel’s arrogance and ig- 
norance of these rights. 

The American conscience, not 
to mention the American bud- 
get and U.S. military supplies 
have been encumbered by the 
Israeli burden for 30 years. So 
now it seems that the largest 
and biggest power on earth 
has become a “hostage”, devoid 
of any will and is directed by 
the small Israeli state, the pa- 
per says. If President Carter 
has the courage to condemn 
the racist policies of Rhodesia 
and South Africa and criticise 
the military dictatorships of La- 
tin America there is no extra- 
vagance on our part to expect 
him to condemn expansionist 
Israel and liberate the United 
States Middle East policy from 
its evil clutches. 


The moral idealism which 
President Carter advocates 
should not stop at Israel’s bor- 
ders. the paper adds, as justice, 
honour and righteousness, ide- 
als which he says he will int- 
roduce to the White House, 
will have no value if they are 
not applied universally and 
without distinction. President 
Carter, the paper concludes, 
should be the first to become 
aware that U.S. persistence to 
treat Israel as a spoiled ch- 
ild will only rob “moral idea- 
lism” of its meaning and make 
it another instrument of the Is- 
raelis for the political games 
it plays.

PARIS, March 26 (AFP). — 
Jacques Chirac, 44, who was 
elected mayor of Paris at the 
first meeting of the city council 
since this month's municipal 
elections, is a man of many 
parts, at least politically. 


As well as mayor, he is the 
leader- of the major govern- 
ment coalition, the Gaullist 
RPR Party, deputy for the 
Correze region in the French 
parliament, a former prime mi- 
nister and aide to President 
Pompidou. He is also active in 
local politics as president of 
tbe general council of his poli- 
tical fief, the Correze, in central 
France. 

Mr. Pompidou used to refer 
to hwn as his “bulldozer”. 
Others in the political world 
call him “a cannon balL” No 
one denies his energy and the 
power of work winch brought 
Him to the top of French poli- 
tics in a few years. 


He became an aide to 
Georges Pompidou when he was 
only 30. Five years later, Mr. 
Pompidou, made him Secretary 
of State for Social Affairs, with 
particular responsibilities for 
employment questions. Mr. 
Chirac running under the 
Gaullist ticket, had just been 
elected deputy for the Correze, 
a normally leftward leaning de- 
partment. 


He was a member of the 
government uninterruptedly 
from 1967 to 1976. Secretary 
of state for economy and fi- 
nance in the successive govern- 
ments of Premier. Couve de 
Murville, Pompidou and Chaban 
Delmas, he subsequently be- 
came minister of agriculture 
in the Messmer government; 
before his nomination to the 
key ministry of the interior 
post just before the 1974 pre- 
sidential elections.

Namibia’s independence gets on 
South Africa’s top priority list

"If South Africa wants to 
hear bombs in Windhoek, they 
will be heard." So said Peter 
Katjavivi, a senior official of 
the South-West Africa People’s 
Organisation (SWAPO), last 
December. 

It is time to start setting the 
bombs, because Namibia (which 
some people call South-West 
Africa) is shortly going to get 
the sort of independence he dis- 
approves of, under the aegis of 
South Africa. It may prove ra- 
ther difficult to organise, how- 
ever, because there is a double 
fence, a mile-wide no-man’s 
land, and around 50,000 South 
African troops between SWA- 
PO’s bases in Angola and its 
targets in Namibia. 

Namibia used to be a Ger- 
man colony until South Africa 
seized it in the First World 
War. In an area the size of 
France there are only 900.000 
people, but enough uranium, 
copper, gems and other mine- 
rals to make it potentially one 
of Africa’s richest countries. 
There is also South Africa at 
the southern end and Angola 
at the northern, and the shoo- 
ting has already started up on 
the Angolan border. 

South Africa has run Nam- 
ibia for sixty years, but it doe- 
sn't own it. It merely 'admini- 
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stere it on a mandate from the know it won’t 


eam of liberty. But what non- 
Ovambos in Namibia see is sim- 
ply a tribal-based movement 
trying to pre-empt all the min- 
orities and grab a monopoly 
of political power. 

Last year the pressure on 
South Africa suddenly took a 
quantum jump : Angola fell to 
the MPLA, and Cubans appea- 
red on the border.

All the black delegates from 
other tribes maintain private 
contacts with SWAPO, whose

bia. Like Pretoria, they hope 
that somehow SWAPO will eve- 
ntually come round and join 
the government with only the 
share of power Its supporters’ 
numbers entitle it to. But there 
is no earthly reason why it 
should. 

The South Africans are be- 
having in exactly the same way 
that they do over their own 
Bantustan policy. If you are 
in an untenable situation and 
you can’t retreat, then you have 
to tell yourself that you are 
doing something that might 
work, even if you secretly

WASHINGTON, March 26, (R). 
— Analysts of United States 
foreign policy have a tough 
time these days deciding just 
what to make of President 
Carter’s pronouncements in 
this field. 

Presidential statements, es- 
pecially on the Middle East, 
have caught foreign leaders by 
surprise and left a trail of con- 
fusion in their wake. 

Few seem to know how to 
interoret what he says. Even 
experts at the State Department 
are hard put to come up 
with explanations that can 
clear the air. 

The only certainty is that 
the president has embarked on 
an open foreign policy, carry- 
ing out his pledge to keep the 


American people informed and 
speak out frankly. 

But in the process he leaves 
the diplomats dismayed by 
breaking rules that call for 
secrecy as negotiations on deli- 
cate problems take place.

Ever since, Pretoria has had 
to depend on Western countries 
to veto attempts to bring in sw- 
eeping U.N. sanctions to force 
it out. That would be disastrous 
for a trading country like South 
Africa, and Pretoria couldn’t 
count on Western vetoes last- 
ing forever, so it became an 
urgent matter to give Namibia 
‘independence’. 

Pretoria’s strategy was ro 
call a constitutional conference 
in Windhoek which gives equal 
representation to all eleven eth- 
nic groups in the country -- 
whites, mixed-race, and tbe ni- 
ne major tribes - - regardless 
of the actual numbers. They 
were supposed to produce a 
government which would ’guar- 
antee to every population group 
the greatest possible say in its 
own and national affairs'. 

That translates as a Bantu- 
stan policy, giving the whites 
full control of the areas they 
now hold, which contain most 
of the country’s wealth. The 
conference is now meeting once 
again in the Tumhalle, tbe old 
Imperial German drill hall in 
the capital, for the seventh se- 
ssion in 16 months. This time, 
it looks like it will produce ag- 
reement on an interim govern- 
ment and a constitution. 

It’s easy to see why the 
100,000 whites in Namibia want 
this arrangement, but why are 
the other groups playing along ?

Contract awarded for 
H-4, Iraqi road 


AMMAN (JNA). — An agree- 
ment to complete the H-4 Ira- 
qi border road was signed at 
the Ministry of Public Works 
here Saturday. 

The agreement provides for 
the construction of a 70 kms 
highway with two bridges wi- 
thin a period of 25 months at 
a cost of JD 1.5 winUnn- 

The projected road repre- 
sents the third and last phase 
of the main highway, 223 kms 
long, linkin g Azraq, H-5 H-4 
and the Iraqi border. 

It aims to boost Arab trade 
and transit movement, especial- 
ly between Jordan, Saudi Ara- 
bia and the Gulf states, as well 
as coping with increasing traf- 


fic and developing the areas 
through which the road passes. 

Two agreements were signed 
last year and early this year 
for the construction of the first 
and second stages of the road. 

For the first stage, a 45 kms 
road will be built between 
Azraq and H-5 at a cost of 
JD 1,625,000. In the second sta- 
ge, a 108 kms road will be built 
between H-5 and H-4 at a cost 
of JD US’ million. 

The third stage agreement 
was signed on behalf of the 
Jordanian government by Mi- 
nister of Public Works Said 
Bino and by representatives of 
the two contracting companies 
concerned.

Aviation accords signed 
with Algeria, Uruguay 


AMMAN (JNA). — Jordan has 
concluded two civil aviation 
agreements with Algeria and 
Uruguay that pave the way for 
a substantial increase in Alia, 
the Royal Jordanian Airline’s 
world network. 

The Director of the Depart- 
ment of Civil Aviation, Mr. 
Sharif Ghazi Rakan, announced 
these decisions on his return 
here Friday after leading Jor- 
dan’s delegation to the joint 
conference of the Arab Civil 
Aviation Council and the Arab 
Air Transport Union that took 
place in Casablanca March 22- 
24. 

Sharif Ghazi explained that 
the agreement with Algeria gi- 
ves Alla full landing rights in 
Algiers on the route to Brazil 
and Uruguay. The second agre- 
ement, concluded with Uru- 
guay, wai enable Alia’s planes 
to reach Sao Paolo, Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Buenos Aires and San- 
tiago. 

Both agreements were signed 
by Mr. Hani Bqa’een, the Di- 
rector of Air Transport at the 
Civil Aviation Directorate. 

Sharif Rakan added that he 


met with a number of aviation 
directors and reached an agre- 
ement that gives Jordan trans- 
port rights between Amman, 
Tunis, Tripoli and Casablanca. 

The participants, he conclud- 
ed, also discussed the findings 
of the Executive Committee co- 
ncerning the completion of an 
agreement on the establishment 
of an Arab air academy.

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Great Britain’s largest mosque is nearing completion 


[ Overlooking the leafy acres of Regents Park in 

1 London, Britain's largest mosque -- the £3.5 million 
\London Central Mosque -- is nearing completion. The 
new mosque occupies a choice site presented by the 
British government in return for a site in Cairo, where 
l a British church u*as built. Dominant features of the 
mosque are the 46-metre high minaret and the two- 
storey congregational hall topped by a brilliant gold- 
finished dome. In addition to the hall for 4,500 worship- 
pers, there will be a new Centre for Islamic Studies, 

2 library of 60,000 books and administrative offices. 

In Britain there are about 250,000 Muslims. Often 
they worship in converted houses, but their aspirations 
are for their own specially-designed mosques. 


NUNEATON, England. (WFS). 
— A magnificent multi-million 
pound mosque is nearing comp- 
letion in London's picturesque 
Regent’s Park district. It pro- 
mises to become one of tbe ca- 
pital's finest landmarks and is 
the pride and joy of Muslims 
in Britain who represent almost 
the entire Islamic world. 


It is certain to be followed 
by the construction of mosques 
to serve the needs of local 
Muslims communities living in 
manv British towns. 


tion has grown from only a 
handful of families in the early 
'60s to about 1,000. Most of 
them live in the area where 
the mosque is being built. 
Nuneaton, about 10 miles from 
Coventry, has a total popula- 
tion of 71,000. 

Most of the town’s Muslims 
have come either from the 
Indian sub-continent or from 
East Africa. There is also a 
sprinkling of Muslims from 
other parts of the world. 


The permission to build a 
mosque was granted only after 
careful consideration by the 
council and in the face of 
stiff local opposition. House- 
holders in the area claimed 
that the building would be out 
of character and would generate 
traffic and parking problems. 
It would also mean loss of their 
privacy. Plans had to be amend- 
ed twice before the council was 
satisfied. 

When the application first 
came before the council's plan- 
ning committee early in 1976. 
it refused permission because 
it was not happy with the 
height of minarets on the pro- 
posed building or the number 
of windows. Modified plans 
were then drawn up and sub- 
mitted in October. 

Mr. Stuart Hall, an assistant 
planning officer, said some mi- 
nor changes were still neces- 
sary. The committee wanted 
more space between car park- 
ing area and the boundary wall 
of nearby houses to provide 
room for the planting of a scre- 
en of shrubs or trees. 

The scheme was finally given 
permission later the same 


The long struggle by Muslims

Computer portraits become 
the “in thing’’ in States

been decreasing, making way 
for expanded consumer-oriented 
uses including the relatively 
new computer portrait. 

There are a growing number 
of places around the world 
where a nominal fee la few 
dollars) will buy a computer- 
printed version of the custo- 
mer's face. The black and white 
rendition is based on what a 
camera sees, and leaves little 
room for interpretation. 

A computer-produced image 
is not entirely new. In the 
1960s there were several clas- 
sic examples of computerised 
likenesses - - the comics charac- 
ter Snoopy and former Presi- 
dent John r. Kennedy -- but 
these were the products of indi- 
vidually written computer pro- 
grammes. 

It was not until the early 
1970s that a system was design- 
ed which could produce a por- 
trait in a matter of seconds 
without a new programme for 
each application. 

Although there is some dis- 
agreement as to who first deve- 
loped this innovation in com- 
puter use. there is consensus 
that it has spawned a multimil- 
lion-dollar industry. 

It's a very secretive business, 
but I would guess sales are 
around So million," estimates 
Gerald S. Eilberg. executive 
vice-president and partner of 
Computer Games. Inc., of 
Hingham. Massachusetts. 

As the nation's largest- com- 
puter-portrait venture, in terms 
of number of systems in use, 
Computer Games accounts for 
"over SI million in annual 
sales," according to Mr. Eilberg. 

The technology common to 
this blossoming industry is an 
“interfacer” which allows a 
closed-circuit television camera 
to "call on" a minicomputer to 
reproduce what the camera 
sees with characters graduating 
from black to white. 

Observed closely, the finish- 
ed portrait resembles a hodge- 
podge of typewritten charac- 
ters. From a distance, it is an 
accurate likeness. 

William E. Fox, president and 
founder of Computer Games, 
says portraits, like computeris- 
ed games, are appealing be- 
cause "the consumer still mar- 
vels at the computer process." 

"People are more fascinated 
with what is happening than the 
end result,” says Mr. Fox, 
whose company builds and 
sells computer portrait systems 
to independent operators. 

Although a recent study pub- 
lished by Frost & 5ullivan, 
Inc., titled "The coin operated 
and home electronics games 
market," indentifles only five 
companies known to be manu- 
facturing computer portrait sys- 
tems, a largely untapped market 
is expected to allow significant 
expansion. 

The report concludes that 
the "anticipated growth" of 
the electronic games market in 
the near future “is expected 
to be even more dramatic than 
it has been up to this time.” 
The market for these products 
is expected to rise from over 
S200 million in 1976 to over 
S400 million in 1980. 

Producers of computer port- 
rait systems expect to be 
swept along with the myraid 
other advances in the growing 
number of applications of com- 
puter technology to consumer 
recreation. 

“In the beginning, we thought 
we could sell 100 systems to- 
tal. We’ve already sold 65, and 
I think we can sell 100 more 
this year." Mr. Eilberg pre- 
dicts. 

William T. Glover, president 
of Recreational Computer Sys- 
tems, headquartered in Atlanta, 
says “this (computer portraits) 
makes more money than any 
other computer use I’ve been 
associated with.” 

Mr. Glover’s company has 
22 systems in operation, and 
differs from Computer Games 
in that the Atlanta-based firm 
operates 10 of its own units. 

Computer portrait systems 
range from $20,000 to $45,000 
in purchase price, but their 
sellers say the cost can be re- 
covered quickly. 


month and a demolition squad 
moved in recently to pull down 
the existing buildings which 
belonged to the Warwickshire 
County Council and had pre- 
viously been used for adult 
education classes. 

When the plan was first 
shown, it was likened to the 
Taj Mahal by a councillor, Mr.

Mr. Pathan said: "Obviously 
we did not want to change the 
character of the building alto- 
gether to give the impression 
of a school or a bare house. 
We wanted it to look like a 
mosque. 

"The Taj Mahal comments 
are unfair. It is like comparing 
a mission church to a large 
cathedral. The mosque will be 
quite a modest building and 
we think it is going to be in 
keeping with the area. Frosted 
glass and double glazing will 
alleviate fears of residents los- 
ing privacy. We want privacy 
as well At any one time only 
one person will be speaking. 
We won't be as noisy as a 
parish church with its bells 
' ringing." 

The Muslims have so far 
been worshiping in a temporary 
mosque built after converting 
two adjoining houses. Tempo- 
rary permission for this mosque 
is due to run out this summer, 
but the society is confident that 
it will be exrended until the 
proposed mosque is completed 

Mr. Pathan said: "We've been 
in the converted mosque for 
13 years and have had no comp- 
laints from local residents.” 

Plans for the new building 


are being drawn up by an Arab 
architect who was educated in 
England and is a member of 
the Royal Institute of Archi- 
tects. He is Mr. Amin Zaki, a 
native of Baghdad, Iraq. 

When completed, the two- 


storey building will accommo- 
date up to 500 worshippers. It 
will also have classrooms for 
Muslim children who will be 
given religious instruction. The 
classes have so far been run 
at the temporary mosque under 


the directions of a full-time 
Imam, Maulvi Ahmed Mian, 
who comes from Gujarat, with 
the assistance of six part-time 
teachers. 

Nuneaton Muslims have al- 
ready raised £25,000 towards 


the cost of the project and ar> 
hoping to collect anothe 
£75.000 themselves. They ar 
now launching an appeal fo 
donations from Muslims livin 
in other parts of Britain an 
other countries.

Kuwait criticises “exorbitant” 
prices of foreign companies 


Turkey denies reports 
on currency shortages 


KUWAIT, March 26 (R). — 
Kuwait today joined Saudi 
Arabia in criticising foreign 
companies which it said de- 
manded exorbitant prices for 
essential projects. 

Kuwaiti Finance Minister 
Abdul Rahman Al Atiqi told 
newsmen here that certain 
foreign companies used local 
inflation as an excuse to "de- 
mand imaginary prices” to 
carry out projects in Kuwait. 

But he did not say if Kuwait 
would join Saudi Arabia’s re- 
cent campaign to blacklist 
foreign companies which over- 
charged it for their goods and 
services. 

The minister stated that 


Kuwait was currently trying 
to keep public expenditure 
“within reasonable limits so 
that we may not fall victim to 
foreign contracting firms de- 
manding exorbitant prices for 
projects we need.” 

Mr. Al Atiqi said the gov- 
ernment’s policy in combating 
inflation was based on the 
principle of stabilising prices 
through subsidies it was pro- 
viding for several basic com- 
modities. 

The government pays about 
80 million Kuwaiti dinars (£160 
million) a year to cooperatives 
to check rising prices. 

The subsidies relate to such 
commodities as sugar, pulses, 
rice and edible oils. 


ANKARA, March 26 (R). — Fi- 
nance Minister Yilmaz 
Ergenekon yesterday denied at 
a press conference that Turkey 
was suffering from a shortage 
of foreign currency to pay for 
vital imports, or that it had 
been rebuffed in an effort to 
raise more international credit. 


they have no knowledge of any 
government attempt to arrange 
a stand-by credit from major 
U.S. banks. They were reply- 
ing to questions about com- 
ments by New York ba nk i n g 
sources to the effect that 
American banks had rejected 
an approach for a credit of $50 
million to $100 million.

ROME, March 26 (AFP). — The 
nine partners in the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
opened a second round of talks 
here today on a note of comp- 
romise and increased coopera- 
tion. 

Leaders of the nine -- meet- 
ing in European Council ses- 
sion -- were to approve as 
their first order of business 
the text of a midnight comp- 
romise over EEC representa- 
tion at the May economic sum- 
mit meeting in London. 

The community’s five smal- 
lest nations -- the Benelux 
countries, Denmark and Ireland 
- - have not been invited to the 
London meeting, which will 
mark U.S. President Carter's 
first trip abroad as head of 
State. They insisted that the 
EEC as a whole should be rep- 
resented by the Commission 
President, Britain's Roy Jenkins. 

France was initially opposed 
to EEC representation as such 
at the summit but agreed last 
night to the idea of Mr. Jenkins’ 
taking part whenever matters 
relating to the community were 
discussed. 

In addition to approving a 
detailed text of the arrange- 


ing and a statement after the 
meeting said the EEC was not 
satisfied with progress toward 
improving its terms of trade 
with Japan. 

It conceded that Japan had 
taken some steps to limit the 
mounting imbalance but said 

that the problem remained. 

“All the problems have not 
been resolved and intensive ne- 
gotiations should continue with 
Tokyo to resolve the remain- 
ing difficulties as soon as pos- 
sible,” it said. 

Though the statement ap- 
peared to be less harsh than 
that issued after the last coun- 
cil meeting, in November at the 
Hague, analysts said it was in 
fact a strong reaffirmation of 
EEC concern. 

Japan had been lobbying the 
nine through diplomatic chan- 
nels to keep them from issuing 
any statement at ail about the 
trade deficit, the analysts said. 

They said that France and 
Britain were dissatisfied with 
concessions by Japan on the 
parcelling out of shipbuilding 
orders. 

The council also issued state- 
ments on EEC representation 
at the London economic sum- 


Mr. Ergenekon denied a re- 
port that Turkey had asked 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) for additional cre- 
dit and had been rebuffed. 

Finance Ministry and Central 
Bank officials have also said 


Mr-Ergenekon's news confe- 
rence yesterday was largely- 
aimed at denying these reports. 

He said imports this year 
were worth $1,227 billion up to 
March 23, in line with an ex- 
pected $5.8 billion for 1977.

VIENNA, March 26 (AFP). — Viennese newspapers today 
commemorated the 1 50th anniversary of the death of composer 
Ludwig van Beethoven and the city’s Deputy Mayor Gertrude 
Froehli ch-Sandner laid a wreath on his grave: 

Exhausted by Alness, Beethoven died In a bouse In Scharzs 
Panlerstrasse, 300 metres from the city walls, on March 26, 1827, 
during a violent thunderstorm. 

He was born in Bonn in 1770 and came to Vienna at the age 
of 22 to take lessons from Joseph Haydn. 

His sensitive nature made his relations with the Viennese 
difficult, particularly the patrician families on whom he depended 
for a living, but he remained there for the rest of his life^ 
moving from district to district as the mood took him. 

His frequent removals have marked the stages for the pilgri- 
mages carried out subsequently tty music lovers from the world 
over. 

They stand in admiration outside the modest dwellings where 
the quartets, sonatas, symphonies and the mass were born. 

They visit the house in HeUigenstadt where he drew up his 
“wfll” and they follow the course of the nearby small stream 
on whose banks Beethoven said he found the inspiration for the 
Pastoral Symphony. 

Mozart was buried amid general indifference, but that was 
not the case for Beethoven. 

The entire city knew what » genius it had lost and people 
swarmed to his funeraL 

The cortege took more than an hour-and-a-balf to travel the 
half-mile from the house where he died to the Alseridrcbe.
